A Petrified IMiser.

A recent d'spatch says that J. R. Mote,
a farmer living 1n Phelps county, Ne-
bruska, about twelve miles from Kear-
pey, is in possession of a curiosity wiich
i» a valuable relic of prehistoric times in
th.g part of the cootivent, Some time
ngo while excavuting for a cave, he ex-
bumed s large brown stone weighing over
tweuly-pounds.

When broken,
to his astonishment, tlere roulled out
eleven brilliant transparent stones. The
discovery of these beauties was nnt made
poblic until yesterday, when Mr. Mote
showed them to a jeweler, who pro-
nounced them genuine first water dia-
monds, without speck or flaw to mar
their besuty.

The jewels are umform in size and are
about Lhe sLupe of Lims beans. They
bave the appearence of being water worn
but are still beautiful stones. The pos-
sesgor of this beantiful fiaa will dispose
of the diamonds, acd will ut once begin
his search in the old cave for the other
haod as well as the rest of the body of
this relic of an esriy age.
